And at other Times, the Chieftains of that People have been encouraged to be in 
Readineſs to ſerve ſuch Purpoſes, as were then in View, ſome of them have very lately, oftner than once, 
adventured to make Attacks upon, and kill Part of His Majeſty's Forces, when going about the Exe- 
cution of their Duty in their Country; and they will ftill be dangerous, and never want Means, while in 
their preſent Circumſtances, to do Miſchief : For, notwithſtanding the Pains taken by the Government 
to diſarm them, they are fill well armed, by Supplies from Abroad, ſent them on Purpoſe to put” 
them in Caſe to encourage and ſupport foreign Invaſions, which it is not poſſible to prevent by any 
Naval Power, becauſe of the Wideneſs of their Country, and the many convenient Harbours and Lan- 
ding-Places that are on their Coaſts : But if thoſe People were once brought to be well Affected to the 
Government, they might, by driving away their Cattle to the Mountains, upon the Emergent of an 
Invaſion, leave the Invaders to ſtarve, and thereby ſave much Treaſure to the Nation, and prevent the 
Effuſion of Blood. | OE „ .
